At the riiloii it became necessary

The work on the Union foundation 
made the work of healing; the struc- 
ture more dlfflciiit than it otherwise 
would have been and the aitcndauis 
on one of the coldest days suffered 
from the cold. 

It became necessary lo close the 
dlnlnn-room and grill-room until 
water could be obtained. The elcc- 
Iric lights could be used only partly, 
since the McGIlt power house also 
soon ran out of power. Tiie boilers 
of the engine which is \iscd in con- 
nection with til,, t'nion foundation 
work were fed with snow. 

Tbo .Mc(!ill buildlnsH, on the other 
.side of Sherbrooke Street, fared bet- 
ter. They were able to take advnu- 
iHge of their connection with the re- 
servoir, to keep the Arcs golns;. At 
tho I'resbylertun CoIIeBC searcely any 
III effects were felt save the absence 
of lap water, until the break In the 
conduit liiid been repaired. It was 
then found that in one of the rooms 
a break had occurred in the healing 
apparatus, and this room was well 
Hooded. 

Lectures In the cheni'stry h'MtU 

Ing were temporarily suspended be- 
cause the water and light needed 
could not be supplied. 

The greatest danger was from fire. 



A siiaft was sunk in one corner of tho 
McUill grounds, near the main en- 
trance, connecting with an under- 
ground pipe from the C.N.R. tunnel. 
Water at SO pounds pressure was 
drawn from it, so tliat Mctiill was in 
a safer condition from danger of lire 
than most of ihe buildings in the up- 
per part of Montreal. 

Before New Year's Day, however, 
the authorities in both the Union and 
the building bordering the campus 
had well adjusted themselves to con- 
ditions. lOmployees of the city, wiili 
sleighs lailen with casks of water, 

! drove around Hie streets, ringing 
auction lells ami eiylng • water."

PROSPECTS 

Back to work describes the situation at McGill to-day. Re- 
freshed mentally and physically, buoyant in spirit and with renewed 
lest, students are gathering from the various centres where they have 
been privileged to spend the holidays. They have to look forward 
to the duties of the final sisssion of the college year. 

Some, of course, return only to find that their presence at the 
University can be dispensed with for the rest of the term, others 
there are who face the unpleasant prospect of examinations. But 
despite this, work will go on and hockey and other outside attrac- 
tions will still occupy the atten^on of all. What 1914 has in store 
for us it might be unwise to predict, yet we look forward to doing 
something in hockey. Practices during the holidays have natur- 
ally not been entirely satisfactory, but such as they were they lend us 
encouragement, and with good ice and snappy work on the part of 
those trying for positions on the team. McGill should make no mean 
showing in the Intercollegiate League. > 



REPŒTERS REQUIRED 

The Daily needs twelve more reporters. ' 

During the past term we introduced several innovations, but laid 
the work of carrying thcni out upon already overburdened shoulders. 
This year we propose to add several other features. We must have 
men to take charge of them. 

The Daily must be modelled after the fashion of a city daily. 
There are certain student activities the news end of which must be 
kept constantly covered, and over each of which one reporter should 
be set aside to keep a watchful eye. Each department must be the 
responsibility of one man. 

With our present staff, systemization in such detail is impossi- 
ble. With twelve more reporters, it is easily possible. Two or three 
afternoons, or the same number of evenings, weekly, is the time such 
a staff, with the exception of the editôi-, would have to work. 

Those who have already engaged in newspaper work, or have 
been on school magazines before, are asked to come forward and to 
take charge of the news end of a student acli\ ily. There is room 
for assistance in the sport, literary, exchanges, society-meetings and 
night-editing departments. 

Men from all classes and faculties are wanted; but especially 
the requirements extend to the Freshmen and Sophomores. A re- 
sponse from this quarter w ill mean that when the present editors 
leave, the Daily can enter upon a new season without any of the old 
men being missed. 

There is a certain glamor about work in a newspaper, caused 
largely by the opportunity presented to speak on equal terms with 
men who are looked up to in the university. Those who have joined at 
the beginning of the school year have felt the glamor, but they have 
also found that a position on the Daily staff means a responsibility as 
well — A responsibility to keep the work well covered, to prevent 
scoops being made by the city papers, and to furnish "scoops" 
themselves. All applicants for positions must, therefore, feel sure 
that they have the perseverance to keep the work up. 

Those intending to do newspaper work in the summer will find 
experience on the Daily invaluable. Prospective novelists, or writers 
of any description, will find how much their writing will improve in 
strength and conciseness, after two montlis and a half with their 
college magazine. 

Short stories, with a local bearing if possible, poetry and mis- 
cellaneous articles of interest to a proper proportion of the student 
body are also required for the Daily. We are not only a newspaper, 
but a college magazine, and as such must touch on the things of in- 
tellectual as well as of merely news'intercst. 

The Daily is at present one of the biggest college dailies on 
the American continent. It contains twice the news space allowed in 
the biggest college daily on the other side of the border. It is earn- 
ing a reputation which must be kept up, and we want your help to 
increase that reputation. 

EDITORIAL NOTES 

The Daily opens next Saturday an Alumni Column, which will 
appear weekly. All those who have friends who have graduated 
from McGill University, or any of her affiliated colleges, will 
confer a favor by sending a note to tlip Daily Office, stating where 
these men are. and what work thry are at present engaged in. 
With the Round About the College column, this is perhaps the fea- 
ture of the Daily which depends for its success almost absolutely 
on the friends of the Daily in the student body, and the teaching 
staff. 

For the information of those of our readers who may have 
been puzzled as to the origin of an .irticlc entitled. "Children's Cor- 
ner." which appeared in the last issue of the Daily before the 
hdlidays,'we should like to state that Dr. Leacock's name was inad- 
vertently omitted in the heading. 

The Daily wishes to convey to its readers the season's greet- 
ings and would assure ihem that no efforts will be spared in making 
the paper increasingly attractive throughout the rest of the season.
